CONDITIONS GOVERNING LOANS 


The National Parks Bureau of Canada owns and 
operates a motion picture film library containing a 
great variety of subjects descriptive of the magnificent 
scenery, recreational advantages, and wild life of the 
National Parks. These films are lent without charge 
to conservation societies, universities, schools, writers, 
lecturers, and other organizations and individuals 
interested in wild life conservation and in making 
known the many attractions of Canada’s national 
playgrounds. 


All films listed in this catalogue are silent, unless 
otherwise specified, and are produced on non-inflam- 
mable (safety) stock. They are available for loan 
in both 16mm. and 35mm. sizes. As these films are 
in great demand it is advisable when making a selec- 
tion to indicate a second and third choice in each 
case. It is essential that the size of film desired 
(16mm. or 35mm.) be indicated. 


Unless otherwise stated the subject under each title 
is covered in one reel. 


Applications for the loans of films should reach 
this office at least two weeks before exhibition date. 


All films are lent on the distinct understanding 
that no deletions or additions shall be made in 
any way. 

All films must be returned immediately after they 
have been exhibited, accompanied by a report of 
the number of times shown and the approximate 
attendance. 


When returning films the name of the person to 
whom the films were shipped should be placed on 
the outside of the parcel in block letters; not the 
name of the organization to which he belongs.

In normal times the prairies of Western Canada 
abound in bird life. This film shows the great nest- 
ing colony of white pelicans which formerly occurred 
at Johnston Lake, Saskatchewan. The pelican is 
one of the largest and most interesting of Canadian 
birds. Other bird species shown include heron, cor- 
morant, gull and tern. 
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Bird Neighbours in Summer (Bilingual titles) 

An educational subject on bird protection, dealing 
with common varieties of birds that nest in close 
proximity to habitation during the summer months, 
showing how they may be protected and how one 
may make friends with them. 


Bird Neighbours in Winter (Bilingual titles) 


An educational subject on bird protection, dealing 
with birds commonly seen in winter and how the 
bird-lover may protect and make friends with them. 


Birds Rare and Fantastic (Bilingual titles) 


The fifth of the “Canadian Sea Fowl” series, de- 
picting the life and habits of the red-throated loon, 
the double-crested cormorant, and the common cor- 
morant. 


Border Trails

nee of the Waterton-Glacier International Peace 
Park.

The first of a series of films entitled “Canadian 
Sea Fowl,” dealing with bird life along the north 
shore of the Gulf of St. Lawrence, where the 
Dominion Government has established protected 
areas for sea fowl.

Trumpeter Swans 


The trumpeter swan is the largest and one of the 
rarest birds of Canada, and has been in grave danger 
of extinction. This is the first motion picture made 
of trumpeter swans in the wild, and will probably 
remain one of the outstanding motion pictures of 
this species. The film shows nineteen individuals 
feeding, swimming, and walking on the ice at a 
small mountain lake in British Columbia, where 
they established themselves on a safe wintering 
ground.

Fishing for maskinonge in the Vermilion Lake dis- 
trict of northern Ontario. 


Trails to the Wilderness

This 
film also includes glimpses of Jack Muner’s private 
bird sanctuary near Kingsville.

An annual camp of the Alpine Club of Canada at 
Maligne Lake in Jasper National Park, where moun- 
tain climbers indulge in their favourite sport. 


With Line and Lure in Jasper 

A film combining the scenic beauty and fishing 
possibilities of Maligne Lake, Jasper National Park, 
where Eastern brook trout were successfully intro- 
duced to glacial waters several years ago. 


Yoho
